After tin; nomin- 
ation the-convention adjourned until 
two o'clock- this afternoon, when tho 
vice president will be nominated. 


Never Equalled 


Amid scenes unparalleled 
In _ a 


national convention In the hlstory'of 
the democi|itlc party, at' llvi Mtrty 
this morning the convention nominat- 
ed Judge Alton H. Parker of 
New- 


York for president. 
U had been a 


night of Impassioned oratory. 
of 


taunting Invective of fervid pleas for 


. harmony. For ten hours those sen- 


sational demonstrations of entlinsl- > 
asm had continued. 
Parker lacked 


but nine votes when the roll call was 
ended, but before the vote was an- 
nounced Idaho changed six votes to 
Parker and Nevada 
followed

with two. Parker now locked but one 
vote ami W<»st Virginia gave him 
thirteen and Washington ten. making 
a total of 080. Before this coiild be 
announced Gov. Dockery of Missouri 
withdraw Cockrell's name and moved 
Parker's nomination bo ma<lo unani- 
mous.

It was the event for which 
tho convention was waiting. Ho was 
fighting to prevent the nomination of 
Parker, but was leading a 
forlorn 


hope. 
In flcry speech others 
had 


seconded the nomination of o very 
candidate, except Parker. There wore 
cheers and shouts as he mounted the 
platform. 
Bryan said: "Bight years 


ago the democratic convention placed 
In my hands the standard of the par- 
ty and gave me the commission as Its 
candidate. Four years later Hit; com- 
mission was renewed. I come tonight 
to this Democratic convent Ion to re- 
turn the commission and say you may 
dispute whether I fought good fight, 
you ma? dispute whether I finished 
my course, but you cannot deny that 
I have not 
faith. 
(Cheers.)

the success to the party, and ns a 
private citizen today. I am mort; in- 
terested In the Democratic success 
than I ever was when I was r. can- 
didate.

Bitter Arraignment 


Bryan, then quoted an extract from 


the speech of Gov. Hlack of Now 
York In nominating Roosevelt, dcclar- 
Ing that war still, has Us uses and 
that tin; danger of war necessitates 
tho keeping of great figures at 
the 


front. The speaker continued: "This 
Is an eulogy of war. This declara- 
tion that the time wo hoped for. 
prayed for, of perpetual peace will 
novel: come. This Is.the eulogizing 
'doctrine' of brute force and tho giv- 
ing of denial to the hope of tho race. 
Ami this president candidate for re- 
election Is presented ns the embody- 
meiit of that ideal, tho granite and 
the Iron, to represent the new Ideas 
of militarism. If tho president 
be- 


lieves with his sponsor nt 
Chicago 


that wars msnt settle tho destinies 
of nations and that peace is but a 
dream, ho Is a dangerous man for our 
country anil tho world. I believe ho 
ought to bo defeated. 
I believe ho 


cnu.be defeated and If the democratic 
party docs what It ought to do. I be- 
lieve ho will bo defeated. Hut friends. 
If 1 failed with six and a half million 
to defeat tin; republican party 
can 


those who defeated mo succeed in 
defeating the republican party?

other." 


Hryan then denounced an false the 


story that ho had tried to bo dicta- 
tor and wont on to say ho still be- 
lieved In tho Chicago platform. Pledg- 
ing himself to support, the platform 
In any event ho declared that Ne- 
braska would support Hearst or Wall 
and ho proceeded to eulogize former 
Governor 
Pattlson of Pennsylvania.

wrong location." 


No one else was able to offer an 


explanation of how or why it had 
been done. A clerk In charge at Me- 
Paul acknowledged that he hod heard 
of the rumor, but did not know as to 
its truth, lie said It was what had 
happened In Oklahoma.

Tho 
factory Inspectors hear many pathet- 
ic stories of Instances where it seems 
almost necessary for children 
to 


work, and their sympathies are often 
touched, but when the facts are Invcs. 
tlgated the cases where the child lab- 
or law works even a temporary hard- 
ship are exceedingly few.

the widowed mother cases It Is poor 
economy for the individual and for so- 
ciety at largo to allow the children 
to work,"
